About 3,500 acres of land east 
and northward from the Hartwick 
Pines State Park area lay black 
and smoldering as the result of a 
terrific blaze which hit the sec- 
tion ‘last Friday and “burned 
through the night.

They pointed out the blaze was 
halted about eight miles from 
Lovells and about six miles fro 
the AuSable river. - 

Harry—Aldrich of Roscommon, 
régional .chief of the conservation 
department, who assisted Craw- 
ford County Conservation Offic- 
ers Clarence Roberts and Russell 
Wright. direct. the fight against 
the fire from the ground, said as 
far as known no buildings were 
destroyed. All land burned over 
is owned by the state with the ex- 
ception of a small 40-acre private- 
ly-owned tract. 

Harold L. Treat, of Roscom- 
mon, regional supervisor of the 
conservation department, direct- 
ed the’ fire fighters from the air 
from the conservation depart- 
ment plane that flew over the 
burning area.” 

Driven before an eight to 12 
mile an hour gusty southwest 
wind the flames burned an area 
about five miles long from the 
fires point of origin. Width of 
the. burned area ranged from 
about a half-mile to a mile wide. 

A volunteer force of about 500] 
Guardsmen was on duty over-the 
weekend helping conservation de~ 
partment fire fighters mop up 
remnants of the blaze. 

Two men were injured fighting 

the fire. 
They were Robert Erickson, of 
Grayling, a conservation dgpart- 
ment fire equipment operator, 
and Merill Hall, of Camp Lehman 
near Grayling. Both suffered first 
and second degree burns about 
the face and hands when they 
were forced to- abandon a tractor 
plow engulfed by the fast mov- 
ing flames. The plow, first equip- 
ment at the scéne, was damaged 
but not destroyed. Both men were 
raleased-after treatment-at—Mercy 
Hospital here. Erickson has re- 
entered: the hospital. 

The fire broke out shortly aft- 
er noon Friday,. about eight miles 
northeast of Grayling near the 
edge of the Hartwick Pines State 
park, The Hartwick Pines, one of 
the few ‘remaining stands of vir- 
gin white pine in Michigan, were
